Experts inthe field of -education 
and rehabilitation of blind people feel 
that the fack of mobility Is the mose 
serous Primi ba Pror or “Oo Panidies & 2. eT aoe 
schools “and @ehabthipatvrom Genus. elewe 
incorporated orientation and mobility 
training as a part of their programs. 

Phe “abr Prey to, Straw ver mec Gi eon 
is more than just being able to handle- 
the cane well. It is an understanding 
of the physical world about you. This 
understanding and development of basic 
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concepts about the world must begin 
early and be allowed to grow and de- 
velop-as the individual grows and de- 
velops..) Im order ‘for'@ person who is 
blind to know his world he must have op- 
portunities to explore and investigate 
it. barly he must acquire an inquis- 
tiveness and an interest in 1 Significant 
objects about him, 

One cannot develop these concepts by 
reading a book or by sitting all day on 
Che) fron porch Wnllasroceking chair. -One 
must get out among his world and explore 
it tactually.:°o In the beginning 1t is 
necessary to have’ objects? described and 
expdianeds bis others, smi farst the places 
one may go alone are limited but one can 
travel far with friends and family and 
thereby broaden his world. 

As formal mobility training has de- 
veloped one should be able to venture 
out more and more on his own. for it is 
only when the skills of mobility are 
used they become effective tools for 
good travel. 

Think of your plans for the summer in 
terms of how you can improve your abil- 
ity to move about your environment ef- 
fectively. Be Active. -Do not limit 
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your activity to the rocking chair or 
swing but rather move about your yard 
and neighborhood. In general, explore 
your area and learn as much as possible 
 2bouwty -strieeits or ddd yvandi nt maith odpainidins: 

During the summer try to develop a 
hobby or, work on some project. These 
might include walking a certain distance 
each day or week measuring the distances 
elther by blocks or even miles. As you 
walk find new routes to travel. 

Encourage your family or friends to 
take camping trips and during these trips 
find opportunity to hike or. swim. 

Learn to ride a bicycle and roller 
skate ano find: time to, practice these 
Ska ldgy 

Make as many new friends as possible. 
Visit them in their, homes, and have them 
visit you in your home. 

Those. students who are in the orlenta- 
tion and mobility class should take their 
canes home wth them and use them at every 
opportunity. 

In conclusion, stay aS aclivesas poss 
sible this summer, develop .a hobby, make 
new friends, move about your neighborhood 
employing those mobility skills with which 
you are familiar.

Daily living can be simple or very 
complex, or perhaps both simple and com- 
plivated- alisat the wame time. \ There- 
fore the child should be taught, above 
alli iimnes3spersoned are, ( This is” se 
easy |iti isjalmost absurd even to’ mention 
1t; however, the very young -- and some-.
